Admiral Muselier Dis- 
agrees With Knox That 
20 Ships Are Left. 


LONDON, Dec. 15.—(4)—Vice 
Admiral Emile Muselier, former 
commander of the Fighting French 
naval forces, said today that a 
careful study of photographs of 
Toulon hasbor indicated that the 


destruction of the French home 
fleet was virtually 100 per cent 
complete. 

“One may say with certainty 
that the French fleet of Toulon no 
longer exists,” Muselier said, dis- 
agreeing with the statement of Sec- 
retary of the Nav: Knox that 20 
ships apparently were left intact. 


Muselier said the Toulon roads 
were comparatively shallow and it 
was possible soiae of the ships ap- 
pe.red intact in photographs while 
actually lying on the bottom. He 
agreed that the Germans might at- 
tempt to salvage such craft, but 
pointed out that the Allied air 
forces could easily watch for such 
a development.

Indicating that Britain may 
have new air weapons with which 
to combat the U-boat, he said he 
had reconstituted the Battle of 
the Atlantic Committee last Oc- 
tober to consider the part “which 
the air had begun to play in anti- 
U-boat warfare and consequential, 
complicated and technical develop- 
ments of all kinds.” 


With himself as chairman the 
committee consists of Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps as vice chairman; 
Oliver Lyttelton, minister of pro- 
duction; A. V. Alexander, first lord 
of the admiralty; Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, air minister; Baron 
Leathers, minister of war trans- 
port; Admiral Sir Dudley Pound, 
first sea lord, and Air Marshal 
Sir Charles Portal, chief of the 
air staff.

Session Afflicted With 
Filibuster, Scant At- 
tendance. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—() 


Afflicted with filibusters and 
scanty attendance, the session of 
congress which declared war on 
the Axis limped anti-climactical- 
ly tonight toward a brief Christ- 
mas adjournment. 

Both houses voted to bring the 
session to an end tomorrow. The 
new congress, with its increased 
Republican strength, is to convene 
January 6 The following day, it 
will meet in joint session to re- 
ceive a message from President 
Roosevelt. 

The adjournment was agreed 
upon when it became apparent 
that no important legislation could 
be enacted until the new congress 
meets. 

A burst of congressional inde- 
pendence, following the Novem- 
ber elections, was considered 
partly responsible. In addition a 
filibuster against @ measure to 
open the nation’s non-monetary 
silver stocks to be used by war 
industries had the senate tied up. 
House leaders have estimated for 
days that there was not a quorum 
of that membership in town. 

A number of- important meas- 


ures were left stalled on the cal-’ 


endar. 

Among them was an adminis- 
tration proposal that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
borrowing and lending authority 
be increased by. $5,000,000,000— 
to a total of $23,000,000,000-—and 
a measure authorizing the trans- 
fer of utility property in Panama 
to the Panamanian government. 

In addition the House Ways and 
Means Committee deferred until 
next session a measure empower- 
ing the President to suspend im- 
migration and tariff laws which 
he finds are impeding the war 
effort. Administration leaders ex- 
pected to revive this proposal next 
session to an accompanying con- 
troversy.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(AP)—A shipping company 
official asserted today that a Navy blunder led to the sink- 
ing of the 21,936-ton former liner President Coolidge, while 
operating in the Solomons area as a troop transport. Mean- 
while, the Navy undertook a “very thorough investigation.” 


The accusation came from J. 
Hugh Jackson, a director of the 
American Presidents Line, which 
formerly owned the ship. He told 
a luncheon meeting at Stockton, 
Cal., that the captain of the 
transport, about to enter a har- 
bor, met two U. S. destroyers out- 
side. He stopped, asked whether

about. The ship entered and struck 


‘two mines, Jackson said.

men later that workers affected 
by the percentage pay hike and 
earning $2,900 or less would re- 
ceive a flat 10 per cent raise; that 
all those earning from $2,901 to 
$5,000 would have their pay in- 
creased by $290, except that those 
making between $4,710 and $5,000 
would get only the part of $290 
that would bring their pay to an 
even $5,000. ° 


Field employes of the War and 
Navy Departments, the Maritime 
Commission and the National Ad- 
visory Committee on Aeronautics 
already had been granted over- 
time pay under temporary legis- 
lation which expired November 
30. The measure passed today 
would extend this consideration to 
employes of other departments 
and cover the period from De- 
cember 1 to April 30, 1943, to al- 
low time for enactment of a gen- 
eral wartime pay adjustment pro- 
gram designed to meet the needs 
for work over 40 hours a week 
and the rising cost of living. 

The Saturday half-holiday law 
is suspended by the bill, which 
also requires department heads to 
justify the number of employes 
on their rolls and _ release or 
transfer any deemec unneeded, 

President Roosevelt requested 
the pay adjustment legislation in 
a letter to Capitol Hill last week 
and was expected to. sign the 
measure immediately. 


The bill’s unanimous approval 
by the house surprised its spon- 
sors, who only last night had pre- 
dicted it would fail. Due to the ab- 
sence of a quorum of members 
from Washington, no legislation 
has veen able to gain approval in 
the last several days without the 
unanimous consent of those pres- 
ent. 

Several house Republican mem- 
bers, including Rich, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Smith, of Ohio, protest- 
ed against legislation of such ur- 
gency being brought before the 
body as it was about to adjourn 
sine die. 

Smith told the house there were 
too many persons on the federal 
payroll, expressing the view that 
1,000,000 of the present 2,500,000 
employes could be dropped “and 
at the time the services be en- 
hanced.”’ Ramspeck said he would 
co-operate in removing from the 
payrolls “and unneeded em- 
ployes.” 

Rich, long a leading house ad- 
vocate of economy in government 
and now retiring from congress, 
asked: “Where are you going to 
get the money” for the pay in- 
creases. In what was perhaps his 
last house speech he pleaded with 
the members going into the next 
congress to “try your best to econ- 
omize.”

Guerrillas Wait 
In Yugoslavia 


When United Nations 
Invade Europe. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(INS) 
General Djaja Mikailovitch, com- 
mander of the famed Yugoslavian 
guerrilla forces, has an army of 
350,000 men ready to strike the 
moment the United Nations start 
an invasion of Europe in the 
Mediterranean area, Colonel Sve- 
tozar Dimitryevich, of the Yugo- 
slav Air Corps, said today. 

In Washington on a special mis- 
sion, Colonel Dimitryevich reveal- 
ed that he recently made a secret 
trip to Yugoslavia where he con- 
ferred with General Mikhailo- 
vitch and brought out the promise 
of every aid his forces could give 
once an Allied invasion force is 
landed. 

Concurrent with this revelation, | 
the Yugoslavian minister to the 
United States, Constantin Fotich, 
said that he had just received 
word from his government in ex- 
ile in London that the Axis has 
been forced to concentrate some 
30 divisions (over 500,000 men) 
in Yugoslavia to maintain order 
theme. 

Colonel Dimitryevich answered 
criticism in Russian quarters of 
General Mikhailovitch’s failure to 
engage in more active fighting at 
the present time by stating: 

“General Mikhailovitch feels 
that it would be suicide for him to 
engage his active forces in a major 
battle at this time. He has approxi- 
mately 100,000 men now under 
arms, and can call on a total of 
about 350,000. 

‘He probably could achieve a lo- | 
cal victory with his force if he 
was to strike immediately. How- | 
ever, his army is equipped with | 
small arms only and it is scatter- | 
ed in several groups throughout 
Yugoslavia, 

“General Mikhailovitch,” the | 
colonel continued, “feels that he | 
can serve the Allied cause better | 
if he waits until the United Na- | 
tions are ready to launch an inva- 
sion of the European continent in 
the Mediterranean area. Then he 
will strike with all of his forces.” 

Meanwhile, said the colonel, 
General Mikhailovitch is con- 
tinuing to harass the Axis forces 
in Yugoslavia with small attacks. 
He added that these guerrilla 
forces are being supplied with 
small arms and munitions by air 
from Egypt and Malta. | 

Questioned on the touchy sub- | 
ject of the “partisan” groups of. 
guerrillas in Yugoslavia who are 
operating independent of General 
Mikhailovitch because of political 
differences, Colonel Dimitryevich 
admitted the existence of these 
groups but: added: 

“General Mikhailovitch remains 
In command of the only really or- 
ganized resistance in Yugoslavia. 

“Furthermore,” the colonel con- 
tinued, “one of our agents was in 
contact with two of these partisan 
groups and reperted that their 
leaders assured him they were. 
fighting for the restoration of the | 
kingdom under King Peter.

Pace Fighteen 
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Worth the Price 


It would be well when any of us are temnted 
to-grumble over ration troubles shortages or in- 
conveniences due to the war, to remember just 
what it is we gain, as recompense, for all these 
irritations and for the few genuine sacrifices 
we at home have yet been called to make. 

Let us remember that the chief cause for 
the shortage of gasoline, for instance, is the 
need by our Army, Navy and Air Forces for 
tremendous quantities of gasoline to motivate 
the ships and planes, the tanks and trucks and 
mobile guns that today carry our war to an 
enemy thousands of miles away. 

Let us remember that the most important 
contributory factor in the necessity for rubber 
conservation is the need for rubber in the build- 
ing of ships and fighting equipment for our 
armed forces, on land and sea and in the air. 

Let us remember, in regard to any Sstrin- 
gency of supply of any commodity over there, 
that we could have plenty if we did not have 
to ship everything they need to the more than 
a million fighting men we now have abroad. 

We could have avoided all these shipments. 
How? Simply by not going out to seek our 
enemy, by waiting for the foe to come to us to 
fight. As the isolationists would have had 
us do. We could have shrugged away Pearl 
Harbor and withdrawn the remnants of our 
strength there, to a home port, to wait until the 
Japanese came within range of our shore guns 
in California. 

In other words, we might have avoided, for 
a little while at least, almost all these shortages 
simply by waiting on our own home land until 
the enemy came here to fight. 

But, isn’t it worth any price to do all the 
- fighting on foreign shores, to thus destroy our 
enemies before they can set profaning foot on 
American land? What are a few denials, or in- 
conveniences, as price to pay to avoid the de- 
struction of our cities by enemy planes, the

Consumption of alcoholic beverages is so 
small among the men of the United States 
Army that it constitutes no problem at all, 
according to Representative James W. Wads- 
worth, of New York, co-author of the Selective 
Service Act. 

Representative Wadsworth, in a signed arti- 
cle in a current magazine, cites statistics show- 
ing that most of our soldiers don’t drink alcohol 
in any form. Of those who do, practically all 
confine themselves to beer. Army surveys show 
that 57 per cent drink nothing stronger than 
soft drinks; 34 per cent drink nothing stronger 
than beer and nine per cent occasionally use 
hard 
This report is in full consonance with the 


liquor. 


impression of sobriety among the uniformed 
troops-of the United States which has been 
gained by all unbiased observers. Despite fan- 
tastic charges made by professional prohibi- 
tionists, American boys in uniform are just as 
they were before entering the Army—decent, 
clean, upstanding young men. 

In the same respect it is interesting to note 
that George Allen Maddox, chief probation 
officer for Fulton county, in reporting a sharp 
drop in number of persons placed on probation 
in this county in 1942, notes the heaviest de- 
crease of all, one-third, in cases of intoxication. 

While Maddox attributes the general reduc- 
tion in cases to improved financial conditions 
and lessened unemployment, this cannot be the 
true cause for the decrease in intoxication. It 
is probably a combination of circumstances, in- 
cluding the fact that persons with jobs find 
other interests than over-indulgence and, simi- 


larly, that education for temperance is having 
a steadily increasing effect. 

Whatever the cause, however, the sobriety 
of our Army and the decreasing evils of intoxi- 
cation in the civilian population are alike 
causes for sincere congratulation.

They Don’t Realize 

A national rubber company recently called 
in its representatives from various sections of 
the country and compiled data on the attitude 
and co-operation of the average driver in the 
matter of gasoline rationing and ride-sharing. 
The result is eye-opening. 

There was the southeast’s complaint that 
sectional rationing had not been fair. The 
northeast resented widespread “chiseling.” The 
southwest did not like rationing and wanted 
speed enforcement but unlimited driving in 
the gasoline belt. The west coast apparently 
agreed to the need, further indicating that this 
section of the country is more alive to the war 
and its implications than any other section. 
The middle west evidently had not been edu- 
cated to the need for rationing. 

The share-the-ride program is equally 
spotty. The survey showed the southeast wait- 
ing for a national plan but doing as well as 
possible in the meantime. The central section 
is willing to co-operate only as a last resort, 
feeling that some form of relief is bound to 
come. In the middle west, ride-sharing is 
working, but the rubber men reported speeding 
conditions serious, with averages around Kan- 
sas City remaining 50 miles per hour. 

War workers appeared more conscious of 
the need for sharing-the-rides than other 
groups. 

After more than a year of war, a report of 
this nature, made after a survey by a reliable 
company based on reports of experienced rien, 
indicates a very serious condition that must 
be corrected by an educational campaign.

SIGNIFICANT CHANGE WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Hitler’s 


reorganization of the German gen- 
eral staff continues to be a subject of interesting speculation in 
Allied circles. 
It is now conceded that the removal of General Franz Halder 
as army chief of staff and his replacement by 
General Kurt Zeitzler may carry far more sig- 
nificance than is apparent on the _ surfacé. 
Halder is a member of the old-line Prussiah 
military aristocracy, whereas Zeitzler is an in- 
timate of Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himmler and 
consequently is closely identified with the Nazi 
party group. 
The shift in the German high command is 
equivalent to President Roosevelt dismissing 
General Marshall, a professional soldier, as 
chief of staff and turning his important func- 
tions over to some New Deal politico general 
not altogether identified with the military caste. 
It is being: variously interpreted in informed 
quarters. One suggestion is that it is a mani- 
festation of Hitler’s anger over the failure of 
the German army to take Stalingrad, which the 
Fuehrer had solemnly assured the German peo- 
ple would be forthcoming. Another is that it 
reflects a revolutionary change now taking place in German mili- 
tary strategy. 
Still a third suggestion is that it represents a state of jitters on 
Hitler’s part growing out of fear that the old-line generals may 
seize control and sue for peace after purging the country of top- 


ranking Nazis. 
DESTROYS BALANCE (In naming General Zeitzler, Hitler, 
it is insisted, had veered too far in 
the direction of the Nazis for his action to be accepted without some 
Significant meaning. Heretofore he has maintained a rather ¢lose 
balance between the Nazis and the military aristocracy, continually 
playing one against the other. If the militarists complained of the 
Nazis gaining too much power, he would elevate the generals to a 
higher role, and vice versa when the complaints originated from 
Nazi sources. 
Now he seems to have gone the whole hog in favor of the Nazis. ° 
It may -well mean that, distrusting the old-line generals, he has 
decided to reorganize the German military command from top to 
bottom by placing his party henchmen in complete control. 
That would indicate a state of nerv-

ousness with-.Hitler not out of keep- 


ing with the turn of war events in the past six months. Stalingrad 
did not fall. The Russians will be a stronger force in the war next 
year than they were this. The Allies have clearly gained supremacy 
in the air. Italy is ripe for being knocked out on the Axis side. 
On top of all, the Americans, finally swinging into action after a 
year of intense preparation, have taken over the north coast of 
Africa following the overwhelming defeat of Rommel’s forces by 
the British in Egypt. 

The sum and substance of these developments is that Germany 
no longer holds the initiative in the war. We have taken it from 
her. Henceforth Hitler will have to do the guessing as to where 
the Allies are likely to strike. That alone is enough to give him 
a first-class case of jitters. 

It is not to be written off entirely that the new shakeup in 
the German command is unassociated with some of the rumors that 
have been heard in high places recently about plans of the old-line 
generals to take over control completely. As the rumors go, the 
British government is said to have received guarded feelers from 
the German generals on what assurances could be given for a re- 
spectable peace if the military leaders undertook to purge the coun- 


try of the higher-ranking Nazis. 
FEAR RETRIBUTION Back of the proposal is said to be a 
fear on the part of the more sober- 


minded military leaders of what will happen to Germany if she 
is ultimately defeated in the war. More than anyone else, they 
are said to realize that the*’flood of deep hatred built up in occu- 
pied areas of Europe is capable, once it is unloosened, to practically 
exterminate the German race. There is no doubt of the slaughter 
that would occur in Germany if the Poles, the Czechs, the Greeks, 


the French, Russians and other peoples who have felt the Nazi 
are ever allowed to set foot on German soil.

He would not need tanks and 
planes to march into Spain. 

So, he will have the problem. He and his new Nazi generals 
must decide this problem. Indeed, this problem may have been 
the reason for the retirement of the Prussian generals. Hitler may 
have thought up some surprising plan of action which they dis- 
approved. 

It could be an even bolder move—through Turkey to come into 
the rear through the back door.

Made No Plans Till June

This richest and best-fed of all nations, which normally pro- 
duces more than it can consume or sell, now seems destined to 
suffer a real and scandalous and wholly unnecessary food shortage. 

_A few years ago, New Dealers made much of the fact that one- 
third of our people were ill-fed because of their poverty; now there 
is danger that all will be ill-fed because of inefficient management. 

We are sending shiploads of food to our Allies, to feed their 
soldiers and workers, and some of these ships are lost. This gen- 
erosity is not wholly altruistic, for by feeding those who fight on 
our side we make our own job easier. 

Governo® Lehman has begun the job of distributing American 
food to the 500,000,000 people in Europe and Asia who are now 
starving or destined to starve soon unless we feed them. We are 
also pledged to feed the millions in North Africa whose normal 
supplies were taken by the Nazis, and our announced policy is to 
provide for all people whose lands we reclaim from the Axis. This 
is = mixed with politics. Friends are an asset in this mad 
world. 

These obligations are expected eventually to take at least half 
of our normal food supply. 

Where does this leave us? Unless something is done quickly, 
it will leave us behind the eight ball. 

Experienced farm workers have been drafted or permitted to 
enlist in great number, and next year’s crop will require five mil- 
lion more workers than we have available. 

The metal needed to make farm machinery is now used in 
reyes weapons, and food production will be handicapped by lack 
of tools. 

Railroad and truck lines are overburdened and cannot move 
the crops and distribute food supplies adequately unless the trans- 
portation job is somehow reorganized. 

Canners can’t get enough tin and steel for their normal output. 

To make bad matters wrose, prosperous hoarders frightened by 
official predictions of shortages have laid in enough processed food 
for the duration and now compete for what is left in the market. 

An efficient food administrator, given adequate power, might 
be able to prevent a scandal if appointed quickly, but Mr. Roosevelt 
is not likely to act until the situation is desperate. 

Our people will give up luxury foods and even tighten their 
belts a little without complaint if it will hasten the victory and 
bring our boys home a little sooner, But they will not meekly en- 
dure hunger caused by bungling.

‘not too hard. However, it will always be ‘Georgia’ for me. Have 
just read Mrs. Roosevelt’s radio speech on her visit here and it 
covers everything good enough. There is nothing I could add, as 
there is a little thing called censorship. My assignment is fine 
and will prove invaluable to me in future life regardless of whether 
I shall remain in the Army or not.

League Hurlers 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—()— 
Like a reminder that there are 
eight more shopping days till 
Christmas, the National League to- 
day issued its official pitching rec- 
ords confirming that Mort Coop- 
er, of the St. Louis Cardinals, was 
the outstanding.hurler in the senior 
circuit in 1942. 

The figures disclosed that Coop- 
er had an earned run average of 
1.77, the lowest in the senior cir- 
cuit in nine years, that he started 
the most games, won the most 
games and had the most shutouts. 

Of 23 pitchers who worked at 
least ten complete games, Coop -r 
alone had an earned run average 
of less than two per nine-inning 
game and only his sensational 
rookie teammate, Johnny Beazley, 
topped him in winning percentage. 
Beazley, now a corporal in the 
Army, won 21 games and lost six, 
compared to Cooper’s 22 and 7. 
The rookie also was second in 
earned run average with 2.13. 

Cooper’s effectiveness was the 
best since Carl Hubbell, of the New 
York Giants, reached his peak with 
1.66 in 1933, and his ten shutouts 
also were the most since Hubbell 
turned in the same number that 
season. 

Most of the pitchers in the Na- 
tional League were classified in a 
group that participated in ten or 
more games, but less than ten of 
them complete. The veteran lefty 
Larry French, of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, was the acknowledged 
leader of this pack with an earned 
run average of 1.82 and a won-iost 
record of 15 and 4. He also had 
the year’s longest winning streck, 
10 games at the start of the season.

Three Costly Raids. 
During the blitz, casualty

Deadly Moonlight Raid. 


The first of the three biggest 
raids on London was Wednesday, 
April 16, 1941. About 450 bombers 
dropped a great tonnage of bombs, 
mostly in the south and center 
parts of the city, killing , more 
than 1,000 and injuring twice as 
many. 

Three nights later, 
bombers made two attacks and 
again more than 1,000 died. These 
raids were “The Wednesday” and 
“The Saturday” to all Londoners 
—to all who were here then. 

But the last big raid of all, May 
10. established a record for cas- 
ualties with 1,436 killed and 1,792 
injured by bombs from 300 moon- 
lignt raiders, 33 of which were de- 
stroyed for certain. 


The onslaught on London start- | 


ed September 7, 1940, with the 
capital's first big daylight attack. 
Waves of bombers swept in over 
the dock area—clouds of fighter- 
escorted bombers about 375 alto- 
gether. Between 5 and 6 o'clock 
they pounded Woolwich arsenal, 
Becton gas works—the first civil 
target, Millwall, Rotherhithe and 
Surrey docks, the docks by the 
famed Tower Bridge and Liehou- 
sen West Ham power sttaion and 
a crescent in residential Kensing- 
ton. 

After a two-hour break, 
blasted the dockside boroughs by 
the light of huge dock frres started 
in the previous raid.

London was bombed every night 
that month by forces averaging 
200 planes, ranging between 50 
and 300. There were 5,370 killed 
and nearly 10,000 injured. Rail- 
ways and railway stations, tele- 
phone exchanges, gas, water and 
electric mains were hit and serv- 
ices temporarily suspended. Cra- 
ters blocked roads, and many hos- 
pitals and famous buildings were 
damaged. 


Many Bombs Dropped. 


October attacks were slightly 
less intense, though there were 
heavy loads of bombs every night 
The biggest raid was on 
the> moonlit night of October 15, 
when more than 400 bombers were 
over London. The 1,000 bombs 
that fell killed 430 and wounded 
900. Five mainline termini were 
put out of action and four others 
damaged. 


In November the 15th again was 
the night of the biggest raid, and 
blitz historians see in it the begin- 
ning of the end of the German at- 
tempt to wear out London by con- 
tinuous night raiding. 


About 10,000 high explosive 
bombs, more.than 1,000 tons, were 
dropped on London in September 
and in at least three boroughs 


square mile of the area. Nearly 
10,000 bombs were dropped in Oc- 
tober and 7,500 in November. 


In the whole London region 
during the three months, 12,696 
civilians were killed and 20,000 
seriously injured by 36,000 bombs 
weighing apporximately 6,600 
tons. 

December, January, February 
and March were “light” months. 
The night of the great fire in the 
financial district, December 29, 
more than 100 aircraft showered 
incendiaries for three hours and 
started fires which burned out six 
great sections. One vast blaze cov- 
ered half a square mile from 
Moorgate to Aldersgate street and 
Old street and Cannon street, 
which remain today as “front 
line” records and perhaps the 
largest area of continuous air raid 
destruction in Britain. | 

After the three 1,000-death 
raids, attacks were small. The last 
was on July 27,1941. 


London Hardest Hit. 


In September, 1940, the tempor- 
ary loss of homes was from 40,000 
to 50,000 weekly, and up to the 
end of the following May it total- 
led 1,151,000.' During the nine
